THE APPEAL FOR CHINESE RELIEF 


The Commercial club of Seattle,/it appears, is making a great effort 


to raise money for the staiving Chinese. The Chinese of this country should 
icspond generous!}' to such a cause as it is their countrymen who are in 
need. The people of the United States as a rule are always ready to relieve 
distress of this kind whether the suffering people are Cacausians, Mon- 
golians or residents of the South Sea isl/mds. It appears, however, that 
there has not been sufficient information upon the Chinese famine in this 
part of the country to arouse deep sympathy. The people of the west, 
perhaps, have full infoimation as to the situation, but in sending out an 
appeal they should at least present facts and proofs to show that the case is 
onq that appeals to the woild at large. It is true that famines are verv 
numerous in China owing to the congested conditions prevailing theie or 
to other causes, and while there is very little friendly intercourse between 
this country and China that should not be considered if the people are 
starving. 


MANY CITIES WANT NEW CHARTERS

The city of Lawrence is actively engaged in a movement to secure a 


new charter, and if we are to judge fiom recent events in that city, we 
should suppose that the people would bp heartily sick of present condilions 
and be ready to make any sacrifice to secure a radical change in tho char- 
acter of the city government. We understand that the people of Lawrence 
are laigely in favor of the commission form of charter such as has been 
proposed for our own city. Among the cities appealing to the legislature 
for such charters aie Cambridge, Brockton. Lawrence, Lowell, Pittsfield, 
Chelsea, Maiden, Newbnryport, Marlboro and several others. These peti- 
tions will entail a great deal of increased labor on tho committee on cities 
unless some Common plan be adopted to cover
